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The  most  important  matters  that  are  pending  in  the  Japan- 
ese-American  negotiations  are  (1)  the  problems  of  stationing; 
and  withdrawal  of  troops  in  China  and  French  Indo-China,  (2) 
the  problem  of  non-discrimination  of  trade  in  China,  (3)  the 
problem  cf  interpretation  and  carrying  out  of  the  Tripartite 
Pact,  and  (4)  the  problem  of  the  four  basic  principles.  These 
items,  however,  can  be  alleviatod  to  such  extent  as  stated  below :

Description 

(1)  The  problem  of  stationing  £nd  y/ith- 
drawal  of  troocs  in  China,. 

As  to  this  matter,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  United 
States,  setting  aside  the  reason  for  stationing  troops  for  the 
time  being,  (a;  attachos  importance  to  the  stationing  of  troops 
for  an  indefinite  period,  (b)  lodges  objection  to  have  this  in¬ 
cluded  in  tho  conditions  for  concluding  peace  (c)  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  they  demand  further  definite  expression  of  will 
regarding  the  withdrawal  of  troops,  it  would  be  desirable  to 
meliorate  /our  insistence/  to  such  extent  as  shown  in  the  follow¬ 
ing: 


As  to  the  Japanese  troops  despatched  to  China  for  tho  China 
Incident,  those  in  certain  districts  of  North  China  and  i  ongolia- 
Hsinkiang  as  well  ^s  in  the  Hainan  Islands  shall  be  stationed 
for  a  necessary  period  of  time  after  the  conclusion  of  the  peace 
between  Japan  and  China,  and  the  rest  shall  begin  withdrawal 
immediately  after  th<  peace  is  concluded  in  accordance  with  a 
separate  arrangement  to  bo  made  between  Japan  and  China.  This 
withdrawal  shall  bo  completed  within  t*’0  years.
